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Rescue plan for Foyer homeless centre

HOPE is growing that 
a Bridport centre for 
homeless people will 
be saved. 

West Rivers House (The 
Foyer) was threatened 
with closure under restruc¬ 
turing plans put forward 
by West Dorset District 


Council. 

But after a storm of 
protest from councillors, 
residents and charities, a 
“jigsaw of support” could 
well bring the rescue of the 
16 residents who rely on 
the services it provides. 

Bournemouth Churches 
Housing Association was 


put in the frame to take on 
the residents due to lose 
their places when The 
Foyer closed its doors. 

But BCHA did not have 
the resources to run The 
Foyer as it currently oper¬ 
ates - with residential staff 
on hand to offer help 24 
hours a day. 

This would have meant 
BCHA splitting the resi¬ 
dents and housing them 
piecemeal where possible 
as far afield as Bourne¬ 
mouth and Weymouth. 

But a stay of execution 
until the end of June en¬ 
abled councilors and serv¬ 
ice providers to put their 
heads together to come up 


with a solution that might 
keep The Foyer running 
much as it does now. 

Councillor Ros Kayes 
described the joined up 
thinking that could be the 
saving of the centre. 

She said: “West Dorset 
District Council, BCHA, 
Magna and support agen¬ 
cies are working together 
to come up with a solution 
and I am optimistic we 
will find something that 
works. 

“This could mean run¬ 
ning The Foyer with daily 
visits from support staff, in 
essence a patchwork of 
service from the different 
organisations to meet the 
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needs of the residents in a 
jigsaw of support.” 

Councillor Karl Wallace, 
who has also campaigned 
to keep The Foyer open, 
said staffing at the centre 
was vital “because of the 
fragile nature of these 
young people, some of 
whom have been home¬ 
less, some may have ad¬ 
diction problems some 
may have various issues 
such as self harming.” 

He continued: “Care 
from a distance is not right 
in these circumstances. 

“Angus Campbell stated 
that he and the council 
would protect the vulnera¬ 
ble - then do it!” 

Eighteen-year-old Lau¬ 


ren Clarke found herself 
homeless after a childhood 
punctuated by stints in 
care and a secure unit 
ended with her finding her 
worldly goods on the street 
outside her mother’s 
house. 

Now in work and with a 
rented flat she can call 
home, she said: “I am re¬ 
ally concerned about The 
Foyer. I’m scared it’s not 
going to be there for peo¬ 
ple who were in my posi¬ 
tion. 

“People rely on these 
places. So many people are 
in there with different life 
stories... but it’s a place to 
go where you know you 
can be safe, you know

there are staff around you 
and there’s no danger. It’s 
the only place like it for 
miles.” 

Lauren was concerned 
The Loyer would stop pro¬ 


viding the care at its cur¬ 
rent level, saying: “I’m 
one of the lucky ones. But 
where will people go now? 
It makes me really angry. 
It’s unfair, it isn’t fair.” 
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ARTIST Shuna George is originally from North 
London and moved to Lyme Regis from Leicester¬ 
shire 18 months ago with her family. 

She is an active member and curate of Uplyme 
Church and is currently looking forward to her up¬ 
coming exhibition "In Full View" at the Town Mill, 
as well as organising art activities for the local 
community. 

Shuna lives with her husband Philip and their 
two children, aged 11 and 12. 


• HOW did you become involved with Uplyme 
Church? 

I joined the staff team a year ago, having studied for 
my theology degree at Nottingham University. I had 
visited the church whilst on holiday here and found it 
a very vibrant, caring faith community. 

• WHAT does your new role as curate entail? 

My curacy is a continuation of my training for ministry 
in the Church of England, so I get involved with and 
learn about all aspects of Christian leadership - pas¬ 
toral care, facilitating learning, praying and worship, 
helping everyone to grow nearer to God. 

• HOW did you become interested in art? 

I have always made things - the original Blue Peter 
sticky back plastic girl! Painting has become more 
central in my life in the last 10 years 

• WHAT kind of artwork do you create? 

I have seemed to settle upon large acrylic paintings as 
my chosen way of working. I love the freedom of scale 
and colour, and the forgiving nature of acrylic paint, 
which allows for much re-creation. 

• WHAT inspires your work? 

Much of my work is inspired by my journey through 
life with God. Sometimes the starting point is the sim¬ 
plicity of an object, a view, or a word. Other times the 
beginning is less clear, the work is more expressive and 
abstract. 

For me, painting is a way of praying - a creative con¬ 
versation with my creator. Painting can be very thera¬ 
peutic, it helped me get through breast cancer in 2010. 

• TELL us a bit about your exhibition "In Full 
View"... 

It is a joint exhibition of my own paintings and of tex¬ 
tiles by Marjorie Lee. It runs at the Town Mill Malth- 
house in Lyme Regis from April 4th to 14th. The title 
has three layers of meaning. Firstly, we believe that all 
people share a God-given creativity. When we explore 
and express this, we are somehow connecting to the 
divine, as well as each other; we are truly living life to 



the full. 

Secondly, we recognise a fullness - an abundance - 
in the world around us. This is reflected in what we 
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choose as our subjects - be it vast seas and skies, 
masses of fish or flowers, or the great potential of an 
enigmatic expression captured in a fleeting glance. 
Thirdly, we hope that our work itself is characterised 
by a certain exuberance - or abundance. The bright 
colours, the overlaying of thousands of stitches, the 
scale of the paintings which appear to overspill the 
edges of the canvas. 

• TELL us a bit about the "Abundant Art" activi¬ 
ties... 

Abundant Art was set up by the Reverend Jane Skin¬ 
ner, Lucy Tyte and myself, with the aim of providing an 
accessible, affordable community space where any¬ 
one can come and explore creativity and its link to 
spirituality. 

We are currently running drop-in sessions from 
lOamto 12noon on Wednesday mornings at the 
Powerboat Club, Monmouth Beach. All are welcome 
to come and bring a project to work on or have a go 
at something new. We hope to continue after Easter 
and to offer an additional Tuesday evening session 
from 7pm to 9pm. For more information people can

• WHAT do you like about living in the area? 

So many things! The coastal views, obviously, the walk 
along the River Llm, the arts opportunities, the 
schools, the theatre, the cinema, the chips, the fish, Lai 
Qilla, the lack of snow, but most of all, the people! 

• WHAT would you change about or add to the 
area if you could? 

More affordable housing and better employment op¬ 
portunities. 

• WHAT are your personal interests? 

Running up and down the seafront with some friends 
in an effort to keep fit and singing with Lyme Voices 
choir. 

• WHICH three people would you invite to your 
dream dinner party, and why? 

I think Richard Dawkins, Mary Anning and Jesus would 
be a good mix - engaging conversation and great 
wine, no doubt. 

• WHERE is your ideal holiday destination, and 
why? 

Anywhere warm with panoramic views and an easel. 
Could be Lyme on a good day I suppose!

MOUNTFIELD FI RE THWARTED AFTER PROMPT CALL TO EMERGENCY SERVICES 


BRIDPORT Town Coun¬ 
cil employees have ex¬ 
pressed relief after an 
attempt to set fire to their 
Mountfield offices was 
thwarted. 

A passer-by saw a man 
setting fire to material in 
the entrance of the Geor¬ 
gian-style headquarters 
in Millennium Green 
early on Thursday morn¬ 
ing (February 28th). 

The police were called 
and after using the town’s 
CCTV system, a 23 year 
old man of no fixed 
abode was found, ar¬ 
rested and charged with 
arson. 

Dorset Fire and Rescue 
also attended the scene. 
They found lighted mate¬ 
rial had been pushed 
through the letter box. 

The attempted arson at¬ 
tack caused minor dam¬ 
age to the carpet but was 
easily dealt with by fire 
fighters. 

No smoke damage was 
caused and no one was 
hurt in the incident. 

Town Clerk Bob Gillis 
was grateful to the emer¬ 
gency services for their

quick response. 

He said: “I am pleased 
to say that, thanks to the 
fast response of the po¬ 
lice and fire and rescue 
services, there was mini¬ 
mal damage to the build¬ 
ing. 

“The town council is 
very grateful for the swift 
action of both services 
and for the assistance of 
the members of the pub¬ 
lic who alerted the emer¬ 
gency services, which 
ensured that the incident 
did not escalate into 
something that could 
have been a lot more se¬ 
rious.” 

PC Scott McGregor 
said that officers were 
scouring the vicinity of 
the attack “within min¬ 
utes” of the call. 

He added: “Crimes of 
this type are so indis¬ 
criminate; the risk of sig¬ 
nificant damage to 
property and the further 
collateral damage to 
neighboring property is 


immense. 

“I would like to thank 


the member of the public 
who called us. 

“Through the prompt 
action of all it allowed 
Dorset Fire and Rescue 
to safely extinguish the 


fire, preventing it to 
spread, and my col¬ 
leagues from Dorset Po¬ 
lice arrested a suspect, 
thus preventing any fur¬ 
ther serious offences 


from occurring.”

Bar owner says staying in business will 
be 'very difficult'after order to cut hours 


Have your say on new 
West Bay road layout 

RESIDENTS, businesses and visitors to West Bay have 
the chance to voice concerns over controversial 
changes to the resort's road layout at a public meeting 
this Friday (March 8th). 

Roadworks to change access to the harbour have seen 
businesses hit hard as disruption takes its toll. 

Fears also remain that the new layout will hit tourism 
as visitors are discouraged from entering the harbour 
area by car. 

The meeting, to be chaired by MP Oliver Letwin, takes 
place at 7pm at St John's Church Hall on March 8th. 
Views will be passed on to district and county councils. 


THE owner of a town centre bar has revealed it will 
be “very difficult” to stay in business after a ruling or¬ 
dered him to cut his opening hours. 

Paul Hindes of Number 10 Cafe Bar on Bridport’s 
East Street said he would try his best to keep the venue 
open after a West Dorset District Council licensing 
sub-committee ordered him to close the bar no later 
than midnight. 

The bar is currently able to stay open until 2am. 

The bar will also be required to have two qualified 
doormen at the venue at all times. 

Cafe Bar Number 10 had its licensing terms re¬ 
viewed following a lengthy campaign by Dorset Po¬ 
lice’s Karen O’Donnell to force the bar to adhere to 
the terms of its license. 

Ms O’Donnell claimed that Mr Hindes repeatedly 
failed to keep numbers at or below the maximum 60 
allowed in the venue, that CCTV equipment could not 
be proved to be working correctly at all times and that 
people were repeatedly allowed to enter the bar after 
lam, contrary to one of the licensing conditions. 

Mr Hindes countered that his own records showed 
that when numbers exceeded the maximum it was 
nearly always only by a few customers, at which point 
people were refused entry until the safe level was 
reached - “usually a matter of minutes”. 

He also claimed that the few occasions when num¬ 
bers greatly exceeded the maximum were due to door¬ 
men helping people outside who had been seriously 
injured in episodes of disorder in the street. 

He said that CCTV footage was available but that at 
times there had been problems with the software 
Dorset Police used to view the footage. 

Mr Hindes legal representative Paul Hester described 
the transgressions as “occasional, minor and uninten¬ 
tional” and that at no time had Mr Hindes willfully or 
neglectfully flouted the terms of his license. 

Supporters of the bar - including Councillor Ros 
Kayes and musician Elijah Wolf - argued that the bar 
was a safe and pleasant place to visit and work and 
that it formed a vital part of the town’s musical and 
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social identity. 

Mr Hindes volunteered to close the bar one hour ear¬ 
lier at lam. Ms O’Donnell had called for the bar to 
have its license revoked entirely. 

But the committee chose neither option and opted 
instead for the new licensing hours.

Magna helps to fight fuel poverty 


MAGNA Housing has revealed 
fears are growing for elderly peo¬ 
ple who cannot afford to heat their 
homes over winter. 

The local affordable housing 
provider aired its concerns as it 
gave £1,000 to an appeal tackling 
fuel poverty in the area. 

The organisation’s community 
development manager, Ken Body- 
combe, said: “Fuel poverty is a 
growing concern particularly for 
the older generation. 

“Magna is keen to help address 
the problem.” 

The organisation made the dona¬ 


tion to the Surviving Winter Ap¬ 
peal which uses one-off payments 
to help pay the fuel bills of vulner¬ 
able people. 

Run by the Dorset Community 
Foundation (DCF), the appeal also 
channels donations into lunch 
clubs and social activities that 
bring older people together, as well 
as warmth packs and boiler repairs. 

Appeal manager, Daisy II- 
chovska, said: “This winter has 
been exceptionally cold and for 
older and seriously ill people it can 
be life-threatening. 

“Last winter in Dorset over 500 


vulnerable people died from pre¬ 
ventable cold weather related 
deaths. 

“[This] kind donation is very 
much appreciated and it will go to¬ 
wards helping the most vulnerable 
in the local community.” 

So far DCF has raised more than 
£15,000 for the appeal through do¬ 
nations from more than 30 local 
people and organisations.

WOODLANDS Farm Strays is closing its doors after 
23 years taking in and rehousing stray dogs. 

The announcement follows last week’s prosecution 
of owners Alan and Mary Bull of Bridport for causing 
unnecessary suffering to an animal. 

The couple insist they had already made up their 
minds to retire before the case was brought with the 
verdict having no influence on their decision. The 
business has been on the market since January. 


The Bulls were conditionally discharged for 12 
months and ordered to pay £375 each court costs for 
causing unnecessary suffering to a terrier-type dog, by 
a failing to check the animal for signs of illness or in¬ 
juries. 

Mrs Bull said of the prosecution: “This was a most 
unfortunate incident. We have never been convicted 
before in 23 years and it did not affect our decision to 
retire.

“We have two sons who live abroad. It got to the 
point where we were staying in a hotel in Germany 
for our son’s wedding and we thought we are going to 
need the flexibility to see our grandchildren. 

Mrs Bull - who says she has lost count of the dogs 
she has cared for and rehoused over the years - says 
the calling is not for everyone. 

She said: “It’s not something for everyone to do. I’ve 
never wanted to do anything else but look after dogs 
my whole working life.” 

Mrs Bull also cited an increase in strays putting a 
strain on the kenneling side of the business. 

The couple now have just one dog of their own and 
still have six strays which need rehousing. 

West Dorset District Council - who relied on Wood¬ 
lands Farm to take strays of their hands - said they 
were in the process of finding alternative arrange¬ 
ments. 

WDDC protection manager Graham Duggan said: 
“The council is currently tendering for an alternative 
kennel service to take in stray dogs found within the 
district. 

“Invitations for expressions of interest have been 


sent to all boarding kennels within the district and 
nearby surrounding areas. 

“If suitable candidates with a boarding licence would 
like to request a tender document they are advised to 
contact the district council on 01305 251010.”

More A35 closures announced 


MOTORISTS face night-time dis¬ 
ruption on the A35 between Brid¬ 
port and Axminster as resurfacing 
work forces closures along the 
route. 

The road will be shut from 8pm 
to 6am for five consecutive nights 
- from Monday, March 18th to Fri¬ 
day, March 22nd. 

The work - which is deemed es¬ 
sential - includes surface repairs 


and replacement of studs and white 
lining. 

Signed diversion routes will be in 
place throughout the closures and 
local access will be maintained. 

The work is being carried out at 
night to minimise disruption. 

The main diversion for west¬ 
bound traffic will be onto the A37 
at the Monkey’s Jump Round¬ 
about, near Dorchester, towards 


Yeovil. At Yeovil traffic will be di¬ 
rected onto the A3088 to its junc¬ 
tion with the A303 at Cartgate 
Roundabout. Traffic will then use 
the A303/A30 to Honiton. 

Eastbound traffic will use the 
same route in reverse. 

The Highways Agency said the 
work was unrelated to that sched¬ 
uled for mid-May which threatens 
further closures along the A35.

port tuning in to this opening 
episode? The frisson throughout 
the town was almost palpable as 
the titles swooped over the fa mili ar 
cliffs and coastline. 

And then among the titles a 


young boy was atop one of those 
clifftops. 

He swayed, the camera swooned 
over the edge, and we were 
launched headlong into the story. 

Writer/producer and Bridport res¬ 
ident Chris Chibnall had promised 
us “something terrible happening 
in a beautiful area” and he deliv¬ 
ered, with a good deal of the open¬ 
ing episode focusing on the 



emotional shockwave that accom¬ 
panies the murder of a child in a 
close-knit community. 

There were plenty of tears in the 
shadow of those iconic Jurassic 
cliffs by West Bay. 

Watching the townsfolk coping 
with the blow is poor old D.I. Alec 
Hardy (David Tennant) the new 
kid in town. 

We get the impression that 
Broadchurch was meant to be a 
kind of rehab clinic for Hardy, a 
punitive time-out from city vice 
after he (apparently) bungled his 
last murder case. 

So when the body appears on the 
West Bay shingle, Hardy turns to 
face the town with all the ferocity 
of a cornered fox - half petrified, 


half ready to pounce - and sink his 
teeth into anyone who threatens his 
investigation. 

Bearing the brunt of his intensity 
is D.S. Ellie Miller (Olivia Col- 
man, who looks set to steal the 
show, she’s so good), a caring, sen¬ 
sitive soul who is held in the 
bosom of her community as firmly 
as Hardy has been pushed from 
his. 

While we are introduced to a raft 
of characters to bounce suspicions 
and emotions off, it is the relation¬ 
ship between the two detectives 
that looks set to be the one we care 
about. 

Can these two get over their per¬ 
sonal knocks to reach out to each 
other? 


And what of this close, inter¬ 
locked community? It seems just 
peachy as the victim’s father (An¬ 
drew Buchan) weaves his way 
through the social fabric of the 
town in one long series of hello, 
how are ya’s. 

But that was before his son 
turned up dead and before, you 
suspect, that fabric is stretched to 
breaking point. 

Just as Agent Cooper didn’t 
know what he was in for when he 
arrived in Twin Peaks, you get the 
impression Hardy - and we - are 
in for much more than a police in¬ 
vestigation as this series evolves. 

It’s an exciting proposition and 
something of which Bridport can 
be really proud.

Union warns of NHS job cuts 


UNISON is warning about the po¬ 
tential for thousands of NHS job 
losses across the South West region 
- because of proposals from the 
group of trusts who have signed up 
to the regional employers pay con¬ 
sortium. 

The union says the business case 
being put forward for local, rather 
than national, pay rates and condi¬ 
tions could result in the loss of the 
equivalent of 6,000 full-time posts 
over the next three years. 

With that, claims the union, will 
be a reduction in the standard of 
services for patients. 

Unison says the employers are 
also planning to merge so-called 


‘back office’ functions and impose 
a two-tier employment regime. 

Joanne Kaye, UNISON regional 
secretary said: “This report paints a 
stark picture of financial reality in 
the NHS which is a world away 
from the claims of the Government 
that it is protected. 

“We will offer every assistance to 
trusts to campaign jointly on that 
issue and to lobby Government to¬ 
gether. However, to expect NHS 
staff to carry on bearing the pain, 
when this week, they have already 
agreed to make difficult decisions, 
is unacceptable and shows a callous 
disregard for their position. 

“We call on these Trusts to take a 


step back and work with us to im¬ 
plement the national agreement. 
Staff morale across these Trusts has 
already plummeted and we only 
have to look at the Francis Report 
in Mid-Staffordshire to see that 
where trusts pursue financial sav¬ 
ings at all costs, there may be dire 
consequences for patient care.” 

The union is seeking to present an 
alternative business case to all trust 
boards over the coming weeks and 
to speak to as many members as 
possible about the Consortium pro¬ 
posals.

Nurse's care will benefit 
patients in all hospitals 


A DORSET County Hospital project 
that led to improved care for pa¬ 
tients wearing surgical stockings 
has won a national award. 

Staff Nurse Linda Woodsford 
conducted an audit about the 
measuring and re-measuring of 
anti-embolism stockings on pa¬ 
tients on Ridgeway Ward. She dis¬ 
covered that a percentage of 
patients were being measured in¬ 
correctly which meant they were 
not receiving the maximum pro¬ 
tection against blood clots or pres¬ 
sure ulcers. It also led to them 


needing replacement stockings 
which added to the cost of treat¬ 
ment. 

Having identified the issue, Linda 
took steps to ensure patients are 
measured correctly and encour¬ 
aged the stocking manufacturers 
to change their packaging to in¬ 
clude information about the surgi¬ 
cal aspect of measuring, which will 
benefit patients and staff in hospi¬ 
tals throughout the country. 

Her work was recognised by the 
Healthcare Quality Improvement 
Partnership, which has presented 


her with an award under the creat¬ 
ing or improving efficiencies cate¬ 
gory of their annual Clinical Audit 
Awards. 

Clinical quality facilitator Carrie 
Ward, who supported Linda, said: 
"Linda's audit has led to some im¬ 
portant improvements for pa¬ 
tients, not only in our hospital but 
in others around the country. Her 
work demonstrates the impor¬ 
tance and benefits of conducting 
audits so we can continuously im¬ 
prove the care we offer our pa¬ 
tients."

Badger cull in Dorset would make 
problem worse, says wildllife trust 


DORSET Wildlife Trust has condemned a 
potential badger cull in the county, an¬ 
nounced by Environment Secretary, Owen 
Paterson. 

Dorset has now been listed as a reserve 
pilot cull area in the event of problems 
with either of the proposed cull areas in 
Gloucestershire and Somerset. 

In a statement the Wildlife Trusts says it 
is keen to find an effective, long term so¬ 
lution to the problem of Bovine TB (bTB) 
but urges the government to put more ef¬ 
fort into an effective vaccine instead of a 
cull. 

Simon Cripps, chief executive of Dorset 
Wildlife Trust, said: “We have a great deal 
of sympathy for farmers who lose stock as 
a result of bTB and are acutely aware of 
the problems this disease causes in Dorset. 

“However a badger cull is not the answer 
and is likely to make the problem worse 
by spreading the disease onto farms previ¬ 
ously unaffected.” 

Dorset Wildlife Trust believes bTB 
should be tackled on multiple fronts, in¬ 
cluding vaccines for badgers and cattle and 
use of all possible biosecurity measures to 
prevent transmission between cattle. 

The proposed cull area for Dorset is kept 
a secret. DWT will not allow badger 
culling on its nature reserves and is cur¬ 
rently planning to vaccinate badgers, using 
an injectable vaccine as trialled by 
Gloucestershire Wildlife Trust.

Career: 1951-1982 
Clubs: Netherbury / Beaminster 
Debut: 1950 aged 13 for Netherbury Re¬ 
serves in a Dorset Minor Cup match at 
Portesham. 

Although we lost 17-3 I was lucky enough 
to score the three Ambers goals; the first 
hat-trick of my career in senior football 
which spanned 32 years and in which I 
scored 349 goals. 

Last game: 

SEPTEMBER 1982, the first game of the 
season. 

I was playing for a young Beaminster 
team I had helped form and coach in the 
Perry Street & District League Division 3 
against Drimpton at the Memorial Playing 
Fields. 

We were leading 3-0 when I badly broke 
my leg in a tackle which ended my playing 
career.

Most memorable moment: THAT final 
game. 

There was a loud crack when I was tack¬ 
led and when I looked down the lower part 
of my leg was out of line and sticking out 
at a 40 degree angle. 

Without thinking I bent forward and 
straightened it and held it in place until I 
got to hospital; an act that proved benefi¬ 
cial in my recovery. 

Earlier I had scored what proved my last 
goal, the press describing it as: "A superb 
shot from the edge of the penalty area". 

Best goal you scored: 

PROBABLY the winner in Netherbury's 4-3 
victory in the 1961 Dorset Junior Cup Final 
at Blandford, the first and only time they 
won the cup in their history. 

I scored the winning goal from the edge 
of the penalty area with a shot which flew 
into the top corner of the net giving the 
keeper no chance. 


Biggest disappointment of your career: 

HAVING reached a cup final, missing my 
first opportunity to play under floodlights 
at Weymouth FC in 1955. 

I was only 18 and really looking forward 
to it. 

Floodlights were a rare, unique and excit¬ 
ing occasion in that era, but a few days be¬ 
fore I received my National Service call-up 
papers on the very day of the match which 
unfortunately the Ambers lost. 

What's the biggest change in the sport 
since you played: THE quality of the 
equipment and facilities. 

When I first started many of the pitches 
were farm fields which were grazed by cat¬ 
tle and sheep for much of the year, and 
there were virtually no changing facilities 
on the field. 

Footballs were also made of robust 
leather which became very heavy in wet 
weather.
